Trustee Out On Weekend Pass 


From County Jail Assaults 
Couple, Smashes Windshield

A minimum-security trustee at the 
Coffee County Jail released on a 
weekend pass proved to be anything but 
trustworthy last weekend, as he as- 
saulted two teenagers, damaged a car 
and wound up in an Enterprise hospital 
to undergo surgery after being shot in 
the foot. 

Johnny Lockett, a state prisoner 
serving a 10-year sentence for theft of 
property, was released on a weekend 
pass on Friday, June 18, at 5:30 p.m., 
by Sheriff Brice Paul, and within eight 
hours the trustee had been involved in 
two disturbances and had been shot. 
Elba policeman Dave Gamper reported 
he received a radio report that a man 
had been shot at a housing project in 
Mulberry Heights at 1:14 a.m. on’ 
Saturday, June 19, and while en route to 
the scene, saw a vehicle on Jackson 
Street with a broken windshield. People 
standing around the vehicle said a mad 
man had kicked the window out with his 
bare feet and then run away. After 
ordering the people to remain at the 
vehicle, Gamper drove to the project 
and found Locket shot in the heel of the 
foot, The victim was reportedly highly 
intoxicated, and unable to tell Gamper 


‘ where he was shot and who shot him. 


Lockett was taken to the Elba General 
Hospital by the Elba Rescue Squad, 
where it was discovered he had been 
shot in the foot, with 19 pellets 
penetrating the skin. He was then 
transferred to the Coffee General 
Hospital in Enterprise for surgery. 
After returning to the damaged 
vehicle, Patrolman Gamper discovered 


Lockett had jumped on the car, bending 
the hood and roof, and kicked out the 
front windshield with his bare feet. 
While at the scene, it was also learned 
Lockett had attacked a young couple 
walking near the old Mulberry Heights 
school. Chris German (18), reported he 
and a 17-year-old female were walking 
to his car, which was parked at the 
school, when suddenly, a man appeared 
and assaulted both of the teenagers. 
The man, later identified as Lockett, 
first struck German, and then punched 
the young woman in the face. 

Lockett has been charged with two 
cases of assault (third degree) in 
connection with the attack on the young 
couple, and criminal mischief for dam- 
aging the car. He is now in the Coffee 
County Jail awaiting transfer to the 
hospital at Kilby Correctional Institute. 


When contacted about Lockett's 
actions while out on a pass, Coffee 
County Sheriff Brice Paul said, ‘It was 
my decision to give him the pass and I 
felt he was trustworthy. Obviously he 
wasn't, and J take all responsibility.”’ 

Sheriff Paul reported that on Friday, 
June 18, there were 54 prisoners in the 
county jail, which contains only 36 
beds. The Enterprise Police Dept. 
radioed it was transferring a woman to 
the county jail who was charged in the 
beating death of her 20-month-old child. 
Two women were already in a two- 
prisoner cell, and there was no room to 
house the woman who was en route, so, 
according to Sheriff Paul, he decided to 
move the two female inmates to a 


four-prisoner cell, and place the 
accused murderer in a cell by her- 
self. In order to make room for the two 
women, Paul made the decision to give 
three male trustees a weekend pass. 
The three were all members of an Elba 
family, and had been trustees for 
several months, doing odd jobs around 
the courthouse. The three were 
instructed to go to their home and 
remain there until 1:30 Sunday, at 
which time they were to return to the 
jail. What happened during the hours 
which followed has already been 
reported, 

“I stand by my policy to give passes 
to prisoners who work hard and deserve 
them,"’ added Paul, ‘but this incident 
will end all passes. I have at times given 
passes to worthy inmates, and while 
most were only for a few hours, some 
were for overnight. This is thr, first time 
we have had an inmate arrested while 
on a pass. When I speak of giving 
passes, the public must understand 
there are two types of prisoners, and we 
never let out an inmate who might be 
dangerous--only the trustees. I try to be 
very selective, but prisoners are human, 
too, and they make mistakes."* 


“On this occasion,’ said Sheriff 
Paul, “the overnight passes wouldn't 
have been given if we had had room in 
the jail. However, there was no place to 
put ‘em, and I took a chance and let 
them go home. In the future, I guess 
we'll just pile ‘em on top of each’ other 
and go with the best we can do. It is a 
no win situation."’ -- : : 


Fence At Evergreen Cemetery 
Hit Twice By Errant Drivers 


The Elba Policey Department 
investigated two incidents of 
automobiles hitting the chain link fence 
around Evergreen Cemetery. Both 
incidents were within 25 feet of each 
other. 

Saturday night officers not only 
investigated the accident, but also 
impounded a car allegedly responsible 


for the incident, classified as a” 


hit-and-run. 
The Monday night incident was 
similar but tracks indicated‘a different 


car was involved. 

No names have been released but 
officers say a young man has admitted 
being involved in the events of the 
Saturday evening incident. 

His story and one reported to this 
newspaper Sunday afternoon by a man 
purporting to know all the details 
indicate the car was being worked on by 
several teenagers and when they drove 
it around the block it stalled in the 
middle of the road. One of the youths 
crawled under the car to work on the 


starter, and during this time the car 
allegedly jumped into gear and swerved 
into the fence. The caller to this 
newspaper stated it wasn’t hit-and-run 
but a case of the youths’ not knowing 
they should report a minor incident. 


The fence had been straightened 
from the first incident and reportedly by 
the youths, but Monday night another 
car hit the same fence about 25 feet 
away. No information was available on 
that incident at presstime.

Nichols reported that the average 
census (patients in hospital) during May 
was 19. He told hoard members that 
both the south hall and west wing had 
been closed in an economy move, and 
would probably remain closed until 
additional doctors were available to 
attend additional patients. Nichols also 
noted that the staff had been cut by 
nine, and many still on the payroll were 
working short hours and some could 
almost be considered part time. 

During this slack time many 
employees are working to paint-up, 
fix-up the facility, and Nichols reported 
receiving favorable comments on this 
work.

Routine Arrest Leads 


Police To Drug Bust 


The Elba Police Department re- 
covered a stolen steam cleaner 
Tuesday, and when making an arrest in 
the case, discovered a cache of drug 

5 associated ipment, plants, and, 
wr t police aces predicted lab tests 
would verify, was marijuana and mari- 
juana ‘‘roaches.”” plus at least two kinds 
of pills and a.bag of seeds. 

Arrested in the case was Michael 
Brunson, Williams Street, Elba. Police- 
man Pete Daugherty had picked up the 
steam cleaner in Covington County 
earlier Tuesday, and Tuesday evening 
went to Brunson’s home with a warrant 
for his arrest in the matter. Daugherty 
witnessed some of the illegal material at 


that time, and a night search warrant 
for the house and Brunson’s automobile 
was obtained. The search was com- 
pleted with Brunson present, according 
to police. 

Officers participating in the search 
included Daugherty, Dave Gamper, 
Mark Kelley and Steven Bullard. 

The steam cleaner had been re- 
ported stolen from Nasco in Elba 
Monday night of last week. It was found 
in a Covington County barn by Cov- 
ington County officials, and picked up 
this week by Daugherty. 

Items taken into custody by the 
officers included a 22 caliber pistol, a 
number of rounds of ammo, two sets of 


scales for weighing small amounts of 
light-weight materiats, a bag of black 
capsules, 89 marijuana plants, a bag of 
marijuana seeds, a clip for holding 
small items such as cigarettes, two 
smoking pipes. some pills, a bag of 
dried material for smoking and several 
marijuana roaches partially smoked, 
Officers indicated their experience led 
them to believe most of the items listed 
were related to the illegal use of drugs. 


Brunson was arrested and placed in 
the Coffee County Jail. Bail had not 
been set at press time, pending the 
outcome of lab tests on the materials 
taken from the house.

Qualifying is continuing across the 
state in preparation for the upcoming 
Democratic primary, and here in Coffee 
County, it appears the most highly 


contested race will be for the position of _ 


coroner for the Elba division. 

The office of coroner is a low-paid 
and glamourless position and usually 
draws little attention, however, as of 
Tuesday, June 22, three candidates had 
already qualified to seek the post. 
Seeking the office are incumbant Fred 
Moore, Hiram Glass and Ronnie 
Vaughan, all residents of Elba. 

The Probate Judge's race continues 
to look like a two-man event with 
Marion Brunson, of Elba, and Billy 
Bishop, of Enterprise, already qualified 
to seek the office. County Commissioner 
Marvin Bowden has publicly stated he 
will enter the race, but he has yet to file 
qualifying papers. The race for the 
position of Sheriff at one time looked 
like a one-man show, however, that 
changed late last week when former 
Deputy Sheriff Bobby F. Whigham 
qualified to run against incumbant 
Sheriff Brice Paul. 

At presstime, the office of coroner 
in the Enterprise division had only one 
qualifier, Jimmy Griffin, while the only 
person to file papers for the post of 
Place 5 on the Coffee County School 
Board was incumbant Bill Boland.

Prospective home buyers 
secking Alabama Housing 
Authority Bond Loans and 
UDAG Loans, etc., may find 
they need copies of federal 
tax returns in order to com- 
plete the closing process 
when purchasing a home. 
The procedure to order re- 
turns is simple. but suffi- 
cient processing time must 
be allowed. Therefore, IRS 
suggests that these requests 
for copies of returns be ini- 
tiated at the onset of the 
house-hunting venture. 


4 Form 4506, Request for 
Copy of Tax Return, must be 
completed for each tax re- 
‘urn requested. Copies of 
Form 4506 can be obtained 
by calling the Internal Reve- 
nue Service toll-free at 1-800- 
241-3860. The blank forms 
hould be received within ten 
workdays from the order 
fate. 

Completed forms should 
be sent to the IRS Service 
Center where the return was 
filed.

Justice Adams Seeks Seat Three 


Justice Oscar W. Adams 
of the Alabama Supreme 
Court announced recently 
hat he will seek election to 
seat number three on the 
court, Justice Adams has 
served in this position since 
his appointment to the court 
in 1980. 

While Adams is known as 
a moderate on the court, 
shortly after his appointment 
he wrote a’ concurring opin- 
ion supporting the effective- 
ness of Alabama's death 
penalty as a deterrent to 
crime. 

In making his announce- 
ment, Adams outlined his 
views of the role of the court. 

“I believe a Supreme 
Court Justice must make the 
rule of law, and not personal 
bias, the law of the land. It is 
only through the law that we 
protect the individual from 
yranny."" he said. 

Adams said he feels the 
role of the court becomes 
more vital as societal issues 


become more complex. and 
as our laws must resolve 
broader reaching conflicts 
among competing interests. 

“The court must inter- 
pret the law in such a way as 
io maintain the integrity of 
the law itself, and yet make 
the law applicable to the 
problems it must resolve,” 
he said. 

Adams attended Talla- 
dega College, and later ob- 
tained a law degree from 
Howard Law School in Wash- 
ingion. He began his law 
practice in 1947, where he 
practiced until his appoint- 
ment to the court. 

Adams is the first black 
justice to serve on the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court. At the 
time of his appointment, he 
was hailed by the press as a 
highly qualified member of 
the Bar, and a_ worthy 
appointment to the state's 
highest bench.

ARE YOU AT PEACE? 


Good news came last 
week when we learned that 
the killing in the Falklands 
has stopped. Over the week- 
end we learned that two 
ships of P.O.W.’s had been 
returned to Argentina, yet 
the news from the military 
government did not give 
indication that the fighting 
was over for sure. For many 
people, this has become a 
way of life. We have almost 
tuned out the Middle East 
when they talk about peace, 
and wonder how soon the 
shooting and bombing will be 
silent or how soon it will 
resume. For many, peace 
simply means a period of 
time when there is no shoot- 
ing and what has been called 
the *‘cold war" goes on ail 
the time. Could it be that this 
kind of attitude has affected 
our thinking and caused us to 
settle for the end of open 
conflict but never expect true 


peace?

The Fourth Annuai Deep 
South Racking Horse Show 
was held in Elba May 29th. 
The show is put on each year 
by the Deep South Racking 
Horse Association and the 
Elba Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. Without any qualifica- 
tions, it is one of the best 
organized shows on the *'Cir- 
cuit.”” It appears that Fran- 
ces Bradshaw is responsible 
for this, although she would 
not want to take credit for it. 
They always have the local 
beauty queens (they are ex- 
tremely attractive young 


ladies) out to present the’ 


ribbons, and nothing, abso- 


lutely nothing, is left to 
chance. The show was 
judged by the Honorable 


Eddie Barrow, the Honorable 
Bud Cummings, and the 
Honorable Don Williams 
Due to differences in the ring 
surface, they were watching 
horses perform under differ- 
ent conditions, depending on 
where they were standing 
They did well. After the 
show, center ring officials 
stood around waiting for the 
complaints that failed to 
materialize, and that is unu- 
sual. 

As L left the motel for the 
6:00 p.m. starting time, it 
was 99 degrees with 98% 
humidity--summer had ar- 
rived in the Deep South.

Bobby Bohannon, 
showing out of Pinehaven 
Stables in Clanton, Ala., won 
four blues, including the 
Grand Championship on 
Lawrence Kofner’s Pride At 
Midnight, with a ‘triple 
one” victory. I have watched 
this animal ever since Perry 
Walden had him as a four- 
year-old; and, at Elba, he 
was at his best ever. Last 
year, he was the favorite to 


win the World Grand Cham- 
pionship, but ran into leg 
problems late in the season. 
His Elba performance could 
have won him the roses 
against any level of compe- 
tition. Jack Brewer made a 
strong ride on King Magic 
for the Reserve ribbon, and 
Craig Williams brought the 
good High Hopes in third.

His 
peaches will be ready begin- 
ning the second week in July. 
He sells on a pick-your-own 
basis.

PICK-YOUR-OWN 

James Tindoi, who fives 
just past the Southland 
Broiler Processing Plant, 
which is off Highway 167 
North, has 10-12 acres of 
peas and butter beans. For 
several years, Tindol has 
planted large acreages, and 
neighbors and people from 
all around go in and pick 
their own. 

Speaking of peas reminds 
me that there are more pea 
insects this year than usual. 
Peas must be sprayed two or 
three times about four days 
apart once they begin to 
bloom to cut down on wormy 
peas. We recommend using 
Sevin, Toxaphene or Metho- 
xychlor. Sprays work better 
than dusts because you can 
usually get better coverage. 
However, dusts are effective 
if applied properly.

CAUTION 

A woman in Enterprise 
called me about a problem 
which I am getting quite a 
few calls on. This problem 
concerns the drift of weed 
killer sprays from a lawn toa 
neighbor’s garden. 

2,4-D weed killers, which 
are very effective on broad- 
leaf weeds in a lawn, will 
easily drift to a neighbor’s 
garden. Most garden crops 
are extremely sensitive to 
2,4-D. The material will kill 
the vegetables or severely 
stunt them. 

Before you put out a weed 
killer, check with your neigh- 
bors so that they can cover 
their sensitive plants for a 
few hours during and after 
you have sprayed your yard. 
2,4-D will also evaporate and 
drift on warm days. Of 
course, if you spray your 
yard, you need to pick a time 
when the wind is not blowing 
to cut down on the amount of 
drift. 


SOOTY MOLD 

We have had quite a few 
calls this week on a fungus 
affecting lawns. The fungus 
is a sooty-gray colored 
material which covers the 
blades of grass on St. Au- 
gustine and Centipede 
lawns. The fungus will also 
affect other type lawns. 

An easy way to control 
this is to take a broom when 
the lawn is dry and sweep the 
infected area brushing back 
and forth to remove as much 
of the sooty material as pos- 
sible. After you have done 
this, take 4 water hose and 
spray and finish cleaning the 
grass. Sooty mold stops pho-- 
tosynthesis because it covers 
the leaves. If allowed to 
remain on the plants for 
several days, it will kill the 
grass.

Take Care Of Trees 
When Camping Out 


Coffee County Forestry 


This is the time of year 
when most people like to take 
a break from their everyday 
routine and take a vacation. 
A favorite pastime for many 
is camping -- a lot of us like 
10 pul up a tent and spend a 
couple of nights or just a 
single day out in the woods. 

Our forests offer man 
ibeautiful sights and sounds 
for the weekend backpacker, 
the overnight fisherman, or 
the serious camper outdoors- 
man. There are some rules 
that should be followed, 


however, to help preserve 
the beauty and health of the 


trees in our forests. 

Grown trees look big and 
tough, but like people, trees 
are susceptible to many 
diseases. Young trees are 
also susceptible to serious 
physical injury. 

One of the best ways to 
help trees stay healthy is to 
prevent wounds. Opening 
trees to infection by a wide 
variety of destructive 
organisms starts the pro- 
cesses that could lead to 
disease and decay. Some 
rules to follow to prevent tree 
wounds are: 

i. Never cut into a tree 
with an axe, saw or knife 

2. Don't build campfires 
near tree trunks or under 


overhanging limbs 

3. Never shoot into or 
throw rocks against or drive 
nails into a tree 

4. Don’t bend or break 
branches or tops from young 
trees 

5. Never leave a rope, 
chain or wire tied around a 
tree trunk or limb. Also, 
never place an excessive load 
upon a tree or limb with a 
rope or anything that will 
injure the bark 

6. Avoid any action that 
would skin or peel bark from 
a tree. 

Yes, trees are big and 
tough; but a series of wounds 
- even small ones - over a 
period of time can cause 
troubles, leading to 
hazardous and unsightly 
trees, or even early death. 

Remember, trees are 
living things too.

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Fleas May Cause Diseases 
~ Get Professional Help 


If you ate among the 
millions of Americans who 
own a dog or a cat, be- 
ware that fleas are expected 
to be more bothersome than 
ever this summer. 

Cliff Kersey, of Kersey’s 
Pest Control, says that 
weather conditions over 
much of the country have 
combined to produce fertile 
breeding grounds for fleas, 
and it’s particularly true here 
in the Elba area. 

With June designated as 
National Pest Control Month, 
Kersey’s Pest Control said, 
special efforts are being 
made nationwide to alert 
people to major pest prob- 
lems in their areas. 

“In many parts of the 
country, a wet and often 
snowy winter provided favor- 
able conditions for survival of 
last year’s fleas,”’ said Cliff 
Kersey. ‘‘And this spring’s 
damp weathe? provided just 
the right conditions for re- 
maining fleas to reproduce 
abundantly.”” 

While severely infected 
pets may need treatment by 
a veterinarian, getting rid of 
the pesky critters from your 
home may require the help of 
a pest control professional. If 
pets frequent areas with 
carpeting, eradicating a flea 
infestation will be particu- 
larly difficult. 

While fleas are annoying 


‘ to animals, they can become 


intolerable to pet masters. 
Human reaction to flea bites 
ranges from small red welts 
to severe rashes and itching. 

Fleas have the potential 
for being more than just a 
bothersome pest. They are 
known to transmit diseases 
(including Bubonic Plague 
from infected rats) to pets 
and humans.

PRESERVES WITH.SYRUP 
To make preserves, jams, 
butters, conserves and mar- 
malades with all white syrup 
or honey, substitute one cup 
all white corn syrup or honey 
for each cup of sugar called 
for in the recipe.

FREEZING WATERMELON 

Would you like to have 
watermelon during the holi- 
day season? You can if you 
freeze good melons now. 
Here's how. Select melons 
with firm flesh. Cut melons 
into cubes or with melon 
cutter for balls. Use 1 to 1 
pounds of melons. Mix “% 
cup sugar and 1% cups of 
water and heat until sugar 
has dissolved, then cool and 
place in refrigerator. When 
cold, pour over watermelon 
and freeze. This way, you 
can have delicious water- 
melon all year. 


CANNER CARE 

This year we are having a 
large number of homemakers 
canning and as a result 
canners will need to be 
cleaned properly. Most of us 
like to have a bright, shiny 
canner, but do not know how 
to restore the new look. I 
shared these instructions 
with Mary Donaldson the 
other day, and she plans to 
renew the shiny look to her 
canner. Here is how to put a 
shine on your canner. Fill the 
canner half full with water, 
add about a cup of vinegar, 
fasten cover, heat until the 
steam comes out of the pet- 
cock, close petcock, let pres- 
sure go to five pounds, and 
hold for ten minutes. Let 
canner cool to zero, open 
petcock, remove lid and pour 
out water. Rinse. If very 
stubborn stains remain, use 
vinegar with fine steel wool 
and soap. Let me caution 
you: do not put the cover in 
water.

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George Wallace Qualifies 
For 1982 Governor’s Race 


Former governor George 
C. Wallace, saying he was 
the governor who brought 
jobs to Alabama and kept 
high taxes off the people, 
officially qualified Monday in 
the governor's race. 

At a noon press con- 
ference on the State Capitol 
steps, Wallace reminded re- 
porters that he kept his 
promise of no new consumer 
taxes on the people of Ala- 
bama during his past two 
administrations, and pledged 
to keep that same promise if 
elected again. 


“The people of Alabama 
are being taxed to death, and 
it is ridiculous to talk about 
raising taxes during times 
like these when people are 
out of work and struggling 
to make a living. When I was 
governor, I called a special 
session of the legislature to 
keep property taxes from 
shooting sky high as a result 
of a court-ordered reapprai- 
sal. The leadership in both 
the house and senate fiddled 
around for three years and 
did nothing. So, just before 
these high taxes were to go 
into effect, I called them back 
to Montgomery and told 
them that since they had 
failed, | was taking over. I 
handed them an amendment 
and told them to pass it in the 
minimum five days and go 
home. They passed the 
amendment. I presented it to 
the people of Alabama. And 
it was ratified. That's the 
kind of leadership a governor 
ought to, provide to protect 
the people,’ Wallace said. 


‘Now, since I left office, 
the people of Alabama are 
again facing a tax crisis. For

Domestic Employers Warned To Pay 
Unemployment Taxes 


Employers of domestic 
workers can be held liable for 
State unemployment taxes 
five years in arrears, warns 
Franklin H. James, director 
of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial _ Relations. 
Domestic workers have been 
covered by the State 
Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Program since 1978. 

Through routine checking 
of federal tax records and 
Social Security reports, the 
department has discovered 
that many Alabama 
employers are not complying 
with the law, James pointed 
out. Employers can be 
required to pay back taxes, 
plus interest and penalty. 
The law also provides for 
prosecution for flagrant 
violations. 

State law requires the 
employer to withhold one- 
half of one percent of the 
employee's wages. For the 
first two years of participa- 
tion in the program, the 
employer must also pay into 
the Strate Ainemnlavment 


Compensation Trust Fund an 
amount equa! 2.7 percent 
of wages paid to domestic 
workers. The employer's 
rate after the first two years 
is based on the employer's 
experience rating. 

The law applies to any 
employer who paid a total of: 
$1000 or more in cash wages 
to all domestic workers on his 
payroll in any one calendar 
quarter. Included in the 
category of domestic workers 
are household maids, cooks, 
personal attendants, gar- 
deners, chauffeurs, and 
others who provide services 
in private households. 

Employers are required 
by law to file quarterly 
reports with the Alabama 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. To request an 
account number and report- 
ing forms, employers should 
write the Unemployment 
Compensation Division, 
Industrial Relations Build- 
ing, Montgomery, Alabama 
36130.
